1. It has been brought to my attention that eee is 
employee concern over the closing of the Ames Building eabeveria 
operated by GSI. Unforcunatedy, the space occupied by this 
cafeteria is required to provide sean seen space. 

Our first move after the closure, however, Will be to refurbish 
some of the cafeteria space into a machjnie- type snack bar similar 
to the service afforded components in/other external buildings.

one. Agency space requirements Anave been a critical issue; 


and, despite two personal 20 als to the Administrator, the 
General Services Administration has been unable to provide 
relief. Additionally, ag employees may have known, GSI.has 
consistently lost coney in its Ames Building operation and 
has maintained continuous pressure to close the facility. 
GSI's cénpeliiigrareunent has been an inability to compete 


with the proliferation of commercial eating facilities in 


the Rosslyn area.
